that  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  may 
incorporate  a  tract  of  land  and  the  owners 
thereof  into  an  improvement  district : 

And  whereas  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  by  Order  in  Council  made  pursuant 
to  the  said  Act  been  pleased  to  order  that  the 
tract  of  land  hereinafter  described  and  the 
owners  thereof  be  incorporated  into  an  im¬ 
provement  district  under  the  said  Act,  and  has 
made  further  provision  to  the  tenor  and  effect 
hereinafter  appearing: 

Now  KNOW  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim: — 

1.  The  tract  of  land  comprising  Lots  1  to 
5,  inclusive,  of  Block  3;  Blocks  4,  5,  and  6; 
Lots  2  to  6,  inclusive,  of  Block  9,  Registered 
Plan  7134,  and  the  unsubdivided  portion  of 
Parcel  A  of  District  Lot  1427,  Reference  Plan 
1657,  New  Westminster  District  and  Vancou¬ 
ver  Land  Registration  District,  and  all  sub¬ 
divisions  thereof,  and  the  owners  of  the  said 
lands,  are  incorporated  into  an  improvement 
district  under  the  “  Water  Act,  1939,”  and  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  provisions  thereof  and  to  the  con¬ 
ditions  hereinafter  contained. 

2.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  be 
known  as  the  “  Redroofs  Waterworks  District.”

6.  Alan  Thomas  Robinson  Campbell,  of  Van¬ 
couver,  B.C.,  shall  be  Returning  Officer  for  the 
first  election  of  Trustees.  He  shall  call  a 
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general  meeting  of  the  persons  who  are  quali¬ 
fied  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and  shall,  at  least 
seven  days  before  the  date  of  the  said  meet¬ 
ing,  post  in  a  conspicuous  place  at  the  post- 
office  at  Halfmoon  Bay,  B.C.,  a  notice  signed 
by  him  giving  the  date,  time,  and  place  of  hold¬ 
ing  the  said  meeting.  The  Returning  Officer 
shall  be  chairman  of  the  said  meeting  and  he 
shall  have  power  to  determine  whether  or  not 
any  person  who  desires  to  vote  is  qualified  to 
do  so.  He  shall  have  power  to  determine  the 
procedure  to  be  followed  at  the  said  meeting 
and  the  method  of  taking  the  votes.  Each 
qualified  voter  shall  be  entitled  to  cast  one 
vote  for  each  of  five  candidates.  In  case  of 
a  tied  vote  the  Returning  Officer  shall  have  a 
casting-vote,  whether  qualified  as  aforesaid  or 
not.  He  shall  declare  the  result  of  the  election 
and  shall  advise  the  Comptroller  of  Water 
Rights  of  the  said  result. 

7.  The  candidates  elected  as  Trustees  for 
whom  the  greatest  and  second  greatest  number 
of  votes  are  cast  at  the  general  meeting  called 
pursuant  to  clause  6  hereof  sh^ll  hold  office 
until  the  annual  general  meeting  of  1949,  the 
candidates  elected  for  whom  the  third  and 
fourth  greatest  number  of  votes  are  cast  shall 
hold  office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of 
1948,  and  the  candidate  elected  for  whom  the 
fifth  greatest  number  of  votes  are  cast  shall 
hold  office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of 
1947,  but  should  there  be  nominated  no  more 
than  five  candidates  for  the  office  of  Trustee, 
or  should  any  two  candidates  receive  an  equal 
number  of  votes,  then  the  Returning  Officer 
shall  have  power  to  and  shall  declare  which  of 
the  candidates  elected  shall  hold  office  until  the 
next,  the  second,  and  the  third  succeeding  an¬ 
nual  general  meetings  respectively. 

8.  All  subsequent  elections  of  Trustees  shall 
be  held  at  the  annual  general  meetings  of  the 
improvement  district,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Trustees  to  call  a  general  meeting  to  be 
held  between  February  15th  and  April  15th 
in  each  year  for  the  following  purposes: — 

(a.)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  a  report 
on  condition  of  the  works  and  a  state¬ 
ment  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
improvement  district: 

( b .)  To  discuss  with  the  Trustees  any  mat¬ 
ter  relating  to  the  works  or  finances  of 
the  improvement  district: 

(c.)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees 
for  the  ensuing  year: 

(cl.)  To  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  suc¬ 
ceed  those  whose  terms  of  office  expire 
coincident  with  the  holding  of  such  an¬ 
nual  general  meeting,  and  to  elect  a 
Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  other 
vacancy  or  vacancies  that  has  or  have 
occurred  or  is  or  are  about  to  occur 
among  the  Trustees: 

(e.)  To  choose  the  Auditor  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by 
the  Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
vacancy  or  vacancies  among  the  Trustees,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  discussing  with  the  owners 
any  matter  or  matters  which  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Trustees  should  be  brought  up  at  a  general 
meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  a  notice  posted  up 
in  a  conspicuous  place  at  the  post-office  at 
Halfmoon  Bay,  B.C. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided 
by  the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of 
all  matters  brought  before  the  meeting  and 
the  action  taken  thereon.  At  any  general  meet¬ 
ing  every  person  shall  be  qualified  to  vote 
who  is  a  British  subject  and  is  twenty-one 
years  old  or  older  and  is  an  owner  of  land 
in  the  improvement  district,  or  the  authorized 
agent  of  any  Board  or  corporation  that  is  an 
owner  of  such  land,  or  the  legal  representative 
of  any  owner  of  such  land  who  has  died,  be¬ 
come  insolvent,  or  insane,  and  is  not  disquali¬ 


fied  from  voting  in  an  election  held  under  the 
“  Provincial  Elections  Act.”  Every  person 
qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and  the  wife  or 
husband  of  any  such  person  shall  be  qualified 
to  be  a  candidate  for  and  to  hold  the  office  of 
Trustee,  but  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
or  be  a  candidate  for  Trustee  or  hold  the  office 
of  Trustee  while  there  is  owing  to  the  improve¬ 
ment  district  in  respect  of  the  land  held  by 
him  or  her  or  by  his  wife  or  her  husband  any 
taxes,  tolls,  or  other  charges  other  than  those 
levied,  fixed,  or  charged  by  the  Trustees  within 
one  year  of  the  date  of  the  meeting.  In  the 
event  of  the  right  of  any  person  to  vote  at  any 
general  meeting  being  challenged  the  chairman 
shall  have  authority  to  determine  whether  or 
not  such  person  is  entitled  to  vote,  and  the 
chairman  may  require  such  person  to  make 
and  file  with  him  a  statutory  declaration  show¬ 
ing  that  the  declarant  is  qualified  as  aforesaid 
to  vote  at  such  general  meeting.

Appeal  under  Section  71  of  the  “  Civil 
Service  Act,  1945,”  and  of  Representa¬ 
tions  MADE  UNDER  SECTION  72  OF  THE 
“  Civil  Service  Act,  1945.” 


I.  Welfare. 

1.  A  member  of  the  Civil  Service  or  a  group 
of  members  of  the  Civil  Service  or  an  author¬

( b .)  A  written  request  for  a  meeting  of  the 
Commission  with  employees  to  deal 
with  the  matters  referred  to  in  the 
request. 

4.  The  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  exer¬ 
cise  due  diligence  to  ensure  prompt  dealing 
with  representations  made  under  this  part,  and 
if  the  representations  affect  the  service  as  a 
whole  or  a  substantial  part  thereof,  shall 
ensure  that  the  opportunity  for  discussion 
thereon  is  offered  to  the  employees  affected  or 
to  their  representatives. 

5.  The  Civil  Service  Commission  may,  if  it

5.  Failing  settlement  following  upon  repre¬ 
sentations  made  pursuant  to  Regulation  4,  the 
complainants  may,  if  the  subject  of  the  rep¬ 
resentations  is  a  matter  in  which  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  has  authority,  make  ap¬ 
plication  in  writing  to  the  Commissioner  for  a 
review  under  section  70  of  the  “Civil  Seivice 
Act,  1945.” 

6.  Upon  a  review  pursuant  to  said  section 
70,  the  complainants  may  present  their  case 
in  a  written  statement  or  by  affidavit  or  orally. 

7.  Upon  any  review  the  Commission  shall 
hold  a  hearing. 

8.  Before  holding  a  hearing  the  Commission 
shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  thereof 
to  the  complainants  and  to  such  other  persons 
as  the  Commission  thinks  proper.

Every  person  affected  by  the  matter 
under  review  shall  be  entitled  to  pre¬ 
sent  evidence: 

(6.)  Evidence  shall  be  under  oath: 

(c.)  There  shall  be  a  right  of  cross-examina¬ 
tion  in  accordance  with  the  principles 
observed  in  a  court  of  law: 

(d.)  The  Commission  shall  cause  the  evi¬ 
dence  to  be  recorded  in  shorthand  or  in 
some  other  manner. 

10.  The  complainants  shall  be  entitled  to  re¬ 
ceive  from  the  Commission  on  request  one  copy 
of  the  evidence  taken  at  a  hearing. 

11.  A  decision  made  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  upon  a  review  shall,  subject  to  the 
right  of  appeal  conferred  by  section  71  of  the 
Act,  be  binding  on  all  parties  concerned,  but 
to  the  extent  only  to  which  the  matter  is  one 
in  which  the  Commission  has  authority. 

12.  Where  representations  have  been  made

All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  mav  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬
